London, July 17.—George Andrew McMahon, whom 
loaded revolver menaced the King yeeterday, laid today 
the weapon waa not knocked from hie hand in the itruggle 
on Constitution Hill, but that he deliberately threw it Into 
the street near the King u the monarch rode by at the head 
of a military parade. 

T^ie version wae relayed by an authoritative source, who 
laid the bald, club-footed thirty-four-year-old Irishman had 
told police he never had the leait intention of ihooting the 
King. 

McMahon wae taken to a hospital ward for mental ob¬ 
servation and medical treatment. 

In an effort to get a clear account of the Incident, Scot¬ 
land Yard lent out a call for volunteer witnesses.

Hopes For the Future
